Obvtaining guarantees for their imme- 
diate personal safety, anti-government 
students surrendered at the Univer- 
sity of Chile late today after a day 
of rioting in which two were killed 
and hundreds injured.

PITTSBURGH, July 24.—(#)—- 
Thirty persons were known to. be 
dead, 20 were missing and more 
than 100 were in hospitals after a 
fire had destroyed the Home for the 
Aged of the Little Sisters of the Poor 


here. ’ 

Most of the dead were aged in- 
mates of the home, located in the East 
End district. Efforts to make a check 
on the number which might have been 
trapped in the home, which housed 
numerous cripples, was impossible be- 
cause the rescued were at various hos-* 
pitals and in a nearby school and 
private homes. 

Roy Addlesburger, deputy coroner 
at the scene, said it was’ his opinion 
that “quite a few” had perished in 


the burning building, which was an 
expansive four-story structure of 


brick. 
Six Alarms Sounded. 


The fire was not detected by per- 
sons at the home but was first sighted 
by neighbors who turned in an alarm, 
Six alarms were sounded in rapid suc- 
cession as soon as the seriousness of 
the situation was discerned, and fire- 
men and policemen were called from 
all parts of the city. 

The flames quickly spread to all 
parts of the home and many aged per- 
sons could be seen standing at win- 
dows screaming for help. Nuns and 
brothers’ of a religious order aided 
firemen in the work of rescue. 

The mother superior of the institu- 
tion was among those most active in 
assisting the elderly men and women 
from the building. After the fire had 
spread so that’ it was dangerous for 
anyone to enter, she had to be forcibly 
detained from further attempts at res- 
cue, 

Ambulances, taxicabs and private 
automobiles were utilized to take the 
victims to hospitals. Most of the hos- 
pital cases were persons overcome by 
smoke or injured when they jumped 
into life nets held by firemen. 

First Aid on Grounds. 

Hundreds of rescuers battled des- 
perately against the flames to bring 
out those believed remaining in the 
building, and the wide lawn about the 
home was quickly oceupied with phy- 
sicians and nurses giving first aid as 
victims were brought out. 

Six of the missing were volunteer 
rescue workers who entered the build- 
ing in search of bodies,

Under the government's plans for 
/quick development of the field, on a 
big scale, it was necessary to get all 
_ these claims corraled and disposed of. 

I had still another object in hasten- 
ing development of Teapot Dome. Ad- 
joining the naval reserve was the Sal 
Creek field, all part of the same oil 
| basin. A previous secretary of the 
interior—my immediate predecessor, 
John Harton Payne, I believe—had 
permitted the shipping board to have 
the royalty oils from these lands. As 
they were directly under department 
‘of interior supervision, and as Payne 
Was empowered to use the oils “for 
governmental purposes,” he could do 
this. 

But legally, too, this oil belonged 
10 per cent to the miscellaneous re- 
ceipt fund of the United States treas- 
ury, and the remainder to the reclama- 
tion fund and the state of Wyoming. 
None of them was getting any of these 
royalty revenues. And these oils were 
being sold without advertisement or 
competitive bidding. 

For its royalty crude oils, the ship- 
ping board was taking fuel oil deliv- 
ered’ from the California fields, In 
Salt Creek field it was receiving its 
crude oils at “field prices.”

stances was’the Standard Oil. There 
being no competitive demands for oil 
at Salt Creek the field price at that 
point was, over a five-year period, 
to 75 cents a barrel lower than the 
Tulsa (Okla.) price. 

Need for Competition. 

The big pipeline to Missouri would 
bring Tulsa prices into the Teapot 
Dome area, introducing competition, 
you see.

Speed in 
Reading. 


_ What is the average speed of _read- 
ing? According to Dr. R. 8S. Wood- 
worth, of Columbia University, six 
words per second is good, average 
speed. He states that a_ standard- 
size book can be read in four and a 
half hours and that most people can 
aspire to reach this seemingly extraor- 
(inary rapidity of reading. The 
brain, not. the eye, determines the 
speed of reading, this scientist holds. 

The eye cannot move steadily, but 
must move in a series of jerks, with 
pauses between. These pauses are 
needed to see the material clearly, 
but still more to give time for the 
ineaning to be grasped. They take up 
about 95 per cent of the reader's time, 
the small remainder being all that 
the eye requires for its actual motion 
across the page, once the eye mechan- 
ics of reading are mastered in child- 
hood. The eve as a machine is well 
able to operate faster than the mind 
can grasp the sense. 

Interest, by hastening the grasping 
process, increases the speed of the 
reading. The best time to form the 
habit of reading good books is between 
the ages of 12 and 15, because then 
the child is no longer interested in 
juvenile stories and he will either be- 
gin to read sound literature or slip 
into the tabloid type.”

+ tom shelf, breaking the vial, and eat 
| some of the pretty blue-stained “‘can- 
dies.” Ho-hum. Just then, by a lucky 
chance, you enter the dispensary and 
find the baby with her lips and mouth 
all stained blue and the poison tablets 
all over the floor, What are you going 
to do in such an emergency—run 
around in little circles wringing your 
hands, or give the baby ain emetic? 

That happened to our baby. We 
gave her the only emetic I know 
which is reasonably prompt in ef- 
fect. This emetic we gave our baby 
is branded a “poison” by a good 
many second rate druggists when 
people ask for it. But it is never- 
theless the only. quick, sure emetic I 
know of for just such emergencies, 
and I should advise every one to 
keep it in the household medicine 
cabinet or in the pocket emergency 
kit. The emetic is copper sulphate, 
otherwise known as blue vitriol. or 
blue stone. J suppose it would be 
somewhat poisonous if you took 
enough. But not in the quantity suf- 
ficiént to produce vomiting. For this 
purpose one or two grains of copper 
sulphate is enough, and it is best 
given dissolved in a spoonful or two 
of water. 

When you giye a dose of copper 
sulphate as an emetic, let me tell you 
it is wise to be all set for the re- 
bound, for as I say, this is a very 
good emetic, indeed, and it won't stay 
down long, Sometimes it seems to 
me the dose scarcely gets all the way 
down before you receive a complete 
inventory of the patiegt’s last meal. 

For the pocket emergency kit 
(meaning the pocket in the door of 
the flivver) copper sulphate may be 
earried in convenient one-grain tab- 
lets. If your druggist is a cantanker- 
ous, unaccommodating§ sort, you'll 
have to carry a small corlted vial con- 
taining one or two grains of copper 
sulphate dissolved in one or two 
spoonfuls of water, all ready to shoot.

Seores of neighbors who hurried to 
the home as the first ery of “fire” 
was heard, said they were unable to 
enter the grounds because heavy iron 
gates to the sidewalk and driveway 
were closed. 

Rescuers Scale Walls. 

Many of the volunteer rescuers 
sealed the high stone wall about the 
institution, and firemen, arriving a 
few minutes later, battered down the 
gates to get equipment inside. 

In some instances ladders placed 
against the walls of the building were 
burned away before firemen could 
mount them, ‘Then the life nets were 
brought out and many of the aged oc- 
cupants whom firemen could not 
reach jumped to safety. 

Despite the care given those res-

WASHINGTON, July 24—(?)—Se- 
cret experiments are being conduct- 
ed by the army to develop the use 
of deadly poisonous gases’ spreail 
from airplanes. 

For many months the army air 
corps and the chemical warfare serv- 
ice have been collaborating in experi- 
ments at Edgewood Arsenal, Md. 

Some claim it would be possible by 
spreading gas from airplanes to 
wipe out whole armies aad cities, but 
responsible officials believe this un- 
likely because of the defensive equip- 
ment which has been developed. 

War dpartment officials also said 
it is not the intention of this coun- 
try to ever use airplanes for gas 
attacks on cities. : 

Twenty-seven nations have agree 
by formal treaty not to use poisonous 
gases in warfare. 

This treaty was signed by the 
United States and 46 other nations 
in 1925, but the senate failed to rat- 
ify: it. Nineteen other nations re- 
fused to ratify, but the covenant 1s 
binding upon most of.the major pow- 
ers, including Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy and Russia. 

The experiments at Edgewood Ar- 
senal are being directed chiefly to- 
ward the use of mustard gas. 

One diffieulty encountered was the 
gas affecting the pilot spreading it. 
This is being eliminated by a method 
of spreading the gas from the planes 
in liquid form. When it strikes the 
air it quickly vaporizes and settles 
to the ground as a gaseous’ sub- 
stance. 

Exhaustive experiments also are 
being made at Edgewood Arsenal to 
provide adequate defensive weapons.

BARTON OPENS Han. 
AGAINST ROOSEVELT 


BY HERBERT LITTLE. 
WASHINGTON, July 24.—(UP) 
Dr. Arthur J. Barton, the Atlanta 
cleric, who with Bishop James Can- 


non, led the southern democratic cam- 
paign against Alfred E. Smith in 
1928, today started a campaign 
against the democratic nomination of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt next year. 

Barton, now head of the National 
Anti-Saloon League, issued a state- 
ment asserting Roosevelt was “thor- 
oughly wet” and warning democratic 
party heads that if they failed to 
learn their lesson in 1928, “it will 
be necessary to give them another les- 
son in 1982.” 

Roosevelt and his supporters now, 
Barton said, are trying to “suppress 
the fact” that the New York gover- 
nor is “wet” but the prohibition lead- 
er recalled that Roosevelt, in 1928, 
approved “every word’ of Smith's 
prohibition platform and “during his 
state campaign committed himseif 
‘openly and frankly to the uncondi- 
ticnal repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment.” 

Barton's statement was called forth 
by the promise of Joseph F. Guffey, 
Pennsylvania democratic leader, that 
most of his state’s large bloc of con- 
vention delegates next June would sup- 
port Roosevelt. 

Guffey’s “present pledging of the 
unhatched democratic delegates from 
Pennsylvania would make Thomas 
Jefferson turn over in his grave,” 
Barton commented. 

Barton's statement was written be- 
fore the statement of Mayor Anton 
Cermak, of Chieago, made in New 
York, voicing approval of Roosevelt, 
but the tenor of the Anti-Saloon 
Leaguer’s statement made it plain 
that the prohibitionists are just as 
militant politically as they were four 
years ago. Apparently they have se- 
lected Roosevelt as their principal 
target, recognizing that with the in- 
dicated support of the democratic dele- 
gates of New York, Pennsylvania and 
Illinois the New Yorker appears to 
_have the inside track for the nomina- 
tion. 

Barton headed his statement by 
identifying himself as ‘‘chairman of 
the 1928 Asheville conference which 
organized the anti-Smith movement 
among southern democrats.” He is a 
Baptist clergyman and a native of

Williams at the Bradshaw home when 
he called. 

“I’m going to kill you,” Edith quot- 
ed Garrison, “and then I’m going to 
kill myself. If I can’t ghave you, no 
one else will. I want you to know 
right now that you'll have to stop see- 
ing other men.” 

On another occasion, Edith testi- 
fied, she accompanied Garrison and 
Hazel to a show. En route home, 
Garrison accused her sister of going 
out with another man, Edith said. 

“He said a street car conductor had 
told him,’ Edith related, “and got 
so threatening that Hazel and I start- 
ed to run. Garrison chased us and 
when he caught us he bumped our 
heads together just as hard as he 
could.’ 

Edith said other times when she 
went to shows with Garrison and her 
sister, they walked home through the 
park, passing within a few feet of the 
spot where Hazel’s body was found.

If unable to support 
the partner’s suit or rebid his own, 
his minimum response is the required 
number of notrumps. The extraordi- 
rary feature of all Forcing bids is 
that the bid suit may be of minimum 
strength, even a good four-card suit, 
which absolutely prohibits partner 
from raising on less than three fair- 
ly good trumps. The underlying idea 
of a Forcing Takeout is to find out 
without risk of partner passing, ' 
whether he can support a suit, fail- 
ing which there always remains the 
notrump (Approach Principle).
